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1. THE PRESENCE OF PANAMA CHIEF OF STATE TORRIJOS AT THE 
SUMMIT MTG IN SANTA MARTA JULY 28 AND 29 WAS MORE SYMBOLIC THAN 
SUBSTANTIVE. COLOMBIAN PRES LOPEZ AND VENEZUELAN PRES PEREZ MADE 
THE RIGHT NOISES FROM THE PANAMIAN AND LA POINT OF VIEW 
CONCERNING THE "JUST ASPIRATIONS" OF PANAMA TO REGAIN 

ITS SOVEREIGNTY OVER ALL PANAMANIAN TERRITORY. AND TORRIJOS'

20 AT THE INAUGURATION OF THE ORDINARY SESSION OF CONGRESS, 

HIS INITIATIVE PROVIDED THE MECHANISM FOR PEREZ AND LOPEZ 
TO RENEW DISCUSSIONS OF THE CONFLICT IN SUCH A WAY AS TO 
CALM THE SOMETIMES HOSTILE EMOTIONS THAT HAVE SURROUNDED THE ISSUE 
IN BOTH COUNTRIES. THE PRESIDENTS SKIRTED THE SPECIFIC 
ISSUE OF THE CONDOMINIUM IN THEIR DECLARATIONS (SEE REFS).

WITH AN INITTIAL MTG PROBABLY IN BOLIVIA NEXT 

WEEK. THUS THE APPEARANCE OF MOVEMENT ON THE PROBLEM HAS 

BERN CREATED. 

4. OF GREATEST IMPORTANCE, VENEZUELA AND COLOMBIA APPEARED 
TO HAVE MADE GREAT STRIDES IN THE AREA OF 
COOPERATION, OR AS THEY CALLED IT, INTEGRATION. THE 
AGREEMENTS TO SEEK WAYS OF REGULATING AND LEGALIZING THE 
NUMEROUS COLOMBIANS ILLEGALLY LIVING AND WORKING IN 
VENEZUELA, TO ELIMINATE DOUBLE TAXATION OF BUSINESSES OF

JOINTLY SEEK MEANS OF RAISING NUTRITITONAL LEVELS OF THEIR 
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CITIZENS, FIGHT DRUG TRAFFICKING, AND COMBAT AFTOSA ARE 
POTENTIALLY PRAISEWORTHY INITIATIVES. 

6. ALL IN ALL, THE SANTA MARTA MTG APPEARS TO HAVE BEEN 
DOMINATED BY SUBSTANCE RATHER THAN RHETORIC. VARY 
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
